G.S.R. 2.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 22 of the Central Industrial Se¬ 
curity Force Act, 1968 (50 i^f 1968), the Central Governirsnt 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the cen¬ 
tral Industrial Security Force Rules. 1969, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Industrial 
Security Force I Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Industrial Security Force Rules, 1969, 
after rule 63, the following rules shall be inserted, namely;— 

“03A. Power to grant monetary rewards—Monetary re¬ 
wards may be granted to the enrolled members of 
the Force, non-Gazetted Government servants, em¬ 
ployees and workers of the industrial undertakings 
and members of the public in accordance with rules 
63B, 63C and 63D. 

63B. Eligibility for monetary rewards—(1) .Monetary 
lewards may be granted only to the enrolled mem¬ 
bers of the Force for— 

(a) doing outstanding work, requiring special courage, 
skill or initiative, such as— 

(i) the arrest of a criminal, or 

(ii) Securing ot information leading to the detention 
of a crime or matters connected therewith, or 

(lii) making exceptionally good enquiries, or 

(iv) an encounter with a criminal, in connection 
with the protection, safeguard and security of 
an industrial undertaking; 

(b) doing work of a less outstanding nature but re¬ 
quiring prompt, honest and intelligent observance 
of, and obedience to, orders so as to be of mate¬ 
rial assistance in the protection, safeguard and 
security of an industrial undertab’ng ; 

(c) doing extra hard work in connection with the 
protection, safeguard and security of industrial 
undertaking; 

(d) smartness, a mai'ksmanship, diligence, praiseworthy 
attention to the employees and workers of the 
industrial undertakings or to the persons who 
visit the industrial undertai.ings on bu,siness 01 
for any other purpose which, in exceptional cases, 
is calculated to promote the efficiency of the 
Force. 

(2) Monetary rewards in the form of books or articles 
of value not exceeding fifty upees for each prize 
may also be granted to enrclled members of the 
Force for proficiency during training for every batch 
of trainees who pass out of the Training College 
Of Training Centre, as specified below 1 — 

J. Prize 

for all round efficiency. First Rank: 

11 Prize 

for all round eflicienev. Second Rank; 

^ in Prize 

— for proficiency in parade, musketry and 
sport. 

Explanation.—For the removal of doubts, it Is 
hereby declared that it shall be permissible to grant 
also the III Prize to a trainee who has been granted 
1st Prize or Ilnd Prize. 

(3) Monetary rewards may be granted to the non- 
Gazetted Government servants. emnlovees and 
workers of the industrial undertakings and the mem. 
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ber 3 of the public as a» incentive for agsisting the 
horce— 

(i) in the detection of any serious case, oi 

(ii) in the apprehension of an offender, or 

(iii) in resisting a criminal or an anti-social eiement- 
or 

(IV) for any other purpose, 

which is for the better protection, safeguard ana 
security of the industrial undertakings. 

Explanation.—^For the removal of doubts, it is 
hereby declared that for the purposes of this rule,— 

(i) ‘general good work" shall not be a ground for the 
grant ot monetary rewards; 

(ii) monetary rewards shall not be gianied on re¬ 
quest. 

63C. Authorities competent to grant monetary lewards— 

(1) The following supervisory officers are empower¬ 
ed, subject to the budget provisions of the Force, 
to' offer and grant monetary rewards under rule 
63B, as specified below ;— 

1. Director General.... Upto Rs. 1,000, in a case 
or on one occasion. 

2. Deputy Inspector General.... Upto Rs, 600, in 
a case or on one occasion. 

3. Commandant and all Officers of equivalent rank/ 
Deputy Commandant.... Upto Rs. 300, in a case 
01 on one occasion. 

(2) -A. monetary reward under rule 63B shall be granted 
by an officer competent to grant the same if he 
is of opinion, for reasons to be recorded in writing, 
that the person fulfils the requirements in this be- 
hdf. 

(3) The order granting such monetary reward shall indi¬ 
cate the rearons therefor and the provision of rule 
63 B under which it is granted. 

63D. Monetary rew«.''ds offered by the Managing Direc¬ 
tors ot 'the indi atrial undertakings—A supervisory 
officer of the Force may permit an enrolled mem¬ 
ber of the Force tc accept monetary reward offer¬ 
ed by a Managing Director of an industrial under¬ 
taking which the supervisory officer is himself em¬ 
powered to grant undtr rule 63C for a purpose 
relatable to sub-rule (1) of rule 638”.

G.S.R. 8—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby mako' 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Despatch Rider in the Department of Environment, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Department of Environment (Despatch Rider) Recruitment 

Rules, 1983, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Offlcial Ga/ettc. 

2. Number, classification and scale t'f pay:—The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 on the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitnrent, age limit, other ciualificallons, etc.: —The methixi of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications:—No person,— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has enteresi into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to .such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax:—Whore the Centra! Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for candidate,s belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the ScheduKI Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
